The offer of Canadian Utilities is a 
proposal to buy the city’s power plant and 
distribution system and the street rail- 
way. The company offers to pay three 
and a half million dollars; which would 
leave the city about a million and a quar- 
ter after clearing off the outstanding de- 
bentures. The city is offered, in lieu of 
taxes, an annual lump sum increasing from 
$250,000 to $300,000. In addition, the city 
would receive a percentage of the gross 
earnings ranging from three per cent to 
five per cent per year. The company un- 
dertakes to generate the current at the 
city plant, scrap the present obsolete street | 
| cars and replace them with modern equip- 
ment; and to maintain both enterprises on 
a high scale of efficiency, with ample re- 
serve power—something which the city 
certainly cannot boast of having done. The | 
term of the proposed franchise agreement | 
would be twenty years. 

Directly, the proposal is one to relieve 
the city of liabilities and to give it a larger | 
revenue than it is now getting from these | 
utilities, rather than to supply cheaper | 
power. The rates for lighting—and the 
street car fares—would remain as they 
are. But the company reserves the right to 
offer special rates to industrial establish- | 
ments, and for domestic purposes other

|| than lighting. As it would be to the 
company’s interest to sell the largest 


amount of power possible, it is to be sup- 
posed that the power rates would be 
brought down to a level with those offered 
in other western centres. What is at once 
apparent is that the offer is a bona fide 
one, deserving of candid consideration, 
and capable of comparison with that sub- 
mitted by the Calgary Power Company. It 
offers the taxpayer a larger measure of 
relief than he is now getting from the 
operation of these utilities, or is likely to 
get; while the company would be bound in 
its own interests to sell power at lower 
rates than are now granted to industrial | 
users,

Answer: Any butcher should be 
able to prepare Salisbury steak for 
you. Select a good piece of round 
steak., Have removed all of the fat 
and gristle and grind the red, lean 
part, This appears somewhat 
similar to hamburger steak, but is 
more palatable and more easily 
digested and has an entirely differ- 
ent flavor, There is usually about 
a quarter of a pound of waste to 
each half pound of lean meat so 
that it is advisable to purchase ‘4 
of a pound of meat for each person 
to be served. To cook the meat it 
should be pressed into a flat un- 
greased pan similar to a cake tin, 
to a depth of about one inch and 
placed in a hot oven after which 
the fire should be turned down and 
the meat cooked for about five min- 
utes longer,

Speaking directly to 
There is convincing proof here of 
some form of neurasthenia or herve 
weakness. Some persons, when their 
nerves give way, break pretty sud- 
denly or rapidly. They go to pieces 
altogether and must give up and give 
in and take a long rest and be pre- 
pared for a slow recovery. Others 
simply lose their cutting edge and 
drift on in @ dull and intermittent 
decline. It all depends upon how one 
is nervously constituted. There is no 
easy rule for coming back for either 
|class. But there are several definite 
things to say, and hopeful ones. 

Most of these “cases” under proper 
treatment come back; some come 
back completely and some not so com- 
pletely, some do so quickly, others 
slowly. One of the insistent questions 
asked by nervous convalescents of 
their physician ts this: “Doctor, how 
long will it be before I get well?” One 
wise physician answers it by another 
question: “How long is a piece ot 
string?” 

This feeling of loss of memory and 
expression and clear thinking and 
easy decision is a typical neurasthenic 
symptom. It indicates brain-fag. 
When, as in this case, it just dulls 
the cutting edge of the mind, it may 
indicate that there never has been a 
fair chance for real recuperation. A 
broken bone has to kuit before it is 
safe to put any strain on it; no less 
a crippled mind. 

The one thing well worth trying 
that in many cases restores “the old 
stride’ 1s a real, long holiday. A 
condition like this, of years’ duration, 
indicates the need of just such a 
chance to recover Try it with a 
patient faith that despite slumps (and 
they will come) you are coming back.
